CHICAGO IW - The Democrat­ 
ic National Convention voted a 
compromise civil rights plank into 
the party platform early today, 
clearing the way for a first ballot 
nomination of Adlai E. Stevenson 
tonight 
The Democratic delegates waged 
their quadrennial family fight over 
civil rights Wednesday night and 
early today, At 2:25 a .rn. EDT, 
ofter a long and noisy wrangle, 
the convention approved its Plat­ 
form 
Committee’s compromise 
plink, to which th*. South objected 
but knew it had to Uke. 
A drive by Northern liberals to 
write a tougher plank, pledging the 
party to carry out Supreme Court 
decisions against school segrega­ 
tion, was shouted down by a voice 
vote. 
This vote was preceded by ideas 
for party unity by former Presi­ 
dent Truman and House Demo­ 
cratic Leader John W. McCor­ 
mack. Mr. Truman had thrown 
the convention preliminaries bde 
an uproar leat week end by en- 
darting Harriman, and advt eat 
tag a stiff civil rights plank. 
But the ex-president failed to go 
along with his candidate Wednes­ 
day night Instead, Mr. Tram aa 
appealed to the party to pull to­ 
gether so it can lick tho Republi­ 
cans next November. He said tbs 
Platform Committee’s civil rights 
plink was the "best ever pre­ 
sented" to a Democratic conven­ 
tion and should ba adopted. 
Thereupon, Speaker Sam Ray 
bura, chairman of tbs convention 
gaveled through the platform end 
Ignored calls for a roll call, al­ 
though the New York delegation 
was waving its standard in an ap­ 
parent effort to win recognition.

Before he aligned himself with 
the "moderates" on the convention 
floor Wednesday night, Mr. Tru­ 
man took a last swat st Stevenson. 
He expressed fear that Stevenson 
would deliver the party into the 
hands of a "reactionary minority" 
but be backtracked on his earlier 
statement that Stevenson could 
not win the election.

Continue to Gain 


WASHINGTON — SR — Women 
have the power again this fall 
to swing the election-strictly In 
terms of their numerical advan­ 
tage over the men. 
United States Cenaus Bureau es­ 
timates show that of 105,000,000 
potential voters this year, 53,700,- 
000 are women. 
Those estimates show that the 
fair sex is more thin keeping it* 
edge as far a l the ballot box la 
concerned. 
In 1852, there were 
91,277,000 potential voters—50,000- 


900 women and 48,000,000 men. 


Twp facts must be kept in mind. 
Not all potential voters go to the 
polls (only 62 percent did so in 
1952), iud there is no official 
breakdown of voting by sex tftor 
the ballots are cast. 
In the only such estimate avail­ 
able, the American Heritage Foun­ 
dation claimed women cast 49.5 
percent of the total vote in 1852. 
Ila 1863 survey showed 38 percent 
more women voted in 1952 than in 
1948, compared with only a 16 per­ 
cent gain for the men. 
The foundation also stated that 
women cast 51.8 percent of the 
Eisenhower 
vote, 
or 
IT,600.000 
votes and 46.5 per cent of th* 
Stevenson vol#, or 12,700,000.

The suggestion seemed to be that 
Mr. Eisenhower viewed politics 
a i a sort of retirement. 
Clement also called the Presi­ 
dent the “ most available front** 
to 1852 
for “putting hack 
toto 
power a discredited, defunct par­ 
ty.’* 
He 
lashed 
at Vice 
President 
Nixon as the GOP’s “vice hatchet 
man,** and forecast that if nomi­ 
nated again he would go about

and spreading 
half-truths 
while 
the

peers down the green fairways of 
indifference . . .** 
He pronounced Nixon's middle 
name, “Milhous,” almost as if it 
were an epithet, 
Secretary

who “fiddles, fritters, fret* and 
flits” 
while tile Russians 
score

in the 
Middle East 
and 
elsewhere. 


It wasn’t all in this vein. 
Cle­ 
ment dug into the hard materials

his indictment. 
And with a fer­ 
vor nearly matching his friend 
Billy Graham, he sang loudly the 
praises of the Democratic party. 
To appraise 
the merit of 
his 
solid criticisms would take a book. 
Clearly Clement did not intend 
his document 4o be thus weighed. 
He was out to amuse and inspire 
and quicken the pulse of his fel­ 
low Democrats at Chicago. 
Few Americans of whatever po- 
ltical leaning would have much 
doubt that he probably succeeded.

A. Herter said today he will ask 
that his name be withdrawn if it 
is placed in nomination for vice 
president at the Republican Na­ 
tional Convention. 
Herter, who had been boosted 
by Harold Stassen as President 
Eisenhower's running mate, said 
“The continued use of my name 
as a candidate for vice president 
is entirely unacceptable . . .*’ 
“As I have already stated, I am 
happy to place in nomination the 
name of Richard Nixon for that 
office," Herter said in a statement. 
“The vice president has made a 
notable contribution to*the serv­ 
ice of the American people and we 
should be glad that he is willing 
to serve for another term. 
“I have already requested that 
no one place my name before the 
convention as a nominee for vice 
presided.
